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DETAILED ACTION 

Status of Claims 

Claims 3-14 and 16 remain for examination. Claims 3-11 and 14 are amended. 
Claims 1-2 and 15 are cancelled. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Richard H. Tushin on June 22, 2010. 

In claim 16 (d) line 3, and (e) line 3, abbreviations of "DCP" have been replaced 
by the phrase "calcium monohydrogen phosphate". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3-14 and 16 are allowed. 

The closest prior arts are Hauge et al. (US 3,919,395). 

Hauge et al. teaches a process for extraction of phosphorus compounds from 
phosphate ores with an extra filtration step by compassion with the instant claim 16. The 
word "consisting of transitioning from the preamble to the entire claim 16 is closed - 
ended, which distinct from the teachings of Hauge et al. 
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Neither Hauge et al. nor any prior art of records specifically teaches a process for 
extraction of phosphorus compounds from phosphate ores as per applicant claim 16. 
Therefore, the claim16 is allowable. As such, these dependant claims 3-14 are 
allowable.
